THE AUTHORITIES 
ARE TO BLAME 


The terrible motor accident in Cal¬ 
gary ofl Sunday morning last, brings 
home to one, the . absolute necessity 
of the authorities taking over and con¬ 
trolling the speed of automobiles and 
trucks in Alberta, whether in city, 
towns or on the highway. We know 
and realize that the present day cars 
are built for a s-peed up to 100 miles 
an hour, and we also know there are 
mapy crazy speed fanatics who even 
then want to drive them at 120 miles 
an hour. If these so called speed 1 de¬ 
mons want to show their skill and dar¬ 
ing let them have a track all to them¬ 
selves. They should not be allowed to 
endanger the lives of others, who may 
be getting a real enjoyment out of mo¬ 
toring by travelling along at 30 or 40 
miles an hour. Only last week, one well 
known expert driver had a big Write¬ 
up in the dailies, that he travelled from 
Calgary to Portland at an average 
speed of nearly seventy miles an hour, 
with his wife and baby accompanying 
him. He frankly admitted that for 
many, many miles he was exceeding 
ninety miles an hour, and instead of 
being punished for such speeding on 
a public highway, he is glorified, 
praised, for his skill and daring. If 
that man had had a blow-out, going at 
that speed, with another car happen¬ 
ing to pass at the time, all his skill, all 
his knowledge of driving could not 
have prevented an accident. Of course 
they’ll say, “but they were guaranteed 
tires.” Guaranteed tires do not pre¬ 
vent fatal accidents. It’s generally the 
innocent that have to suffer in these 
accidents, as is well proven by the fat¬ 
al occurrence on Sunday last. 

Surely the authorities with all the 
power in their hands can make rules 
vnd regulations governing the speed 
of automobiles. It may seem old wom¬ 
anish and out of date to come back to 
forty miles an hour again,,but its far 
better thaii a short ride to the grave. 

It’s up to the government to act im¬ 
mediately.—Social Credit Chronicle.

ONTARIO’S NEW 

RELIEF POLICY 


Relief to Workers, Nothing to Shirk¬ 
ers and Suitable Work to be Available 


The new relief policy to be adtopted 
in Ontario has the following high¬ 
lights: 

1. Re-registration and re-investi¬ 
gation of recipients in'Toronto, Ham¬ 
ilton and Ottawa by, September 15; in 
all other municipalities by September 
1st. 

2. Any municipality when re-regis- 
tration and reinvestigation are com¬ 
pleted to the satisfaction of the de¬ 
partment of public welfare may apply 
for and get permission to give cash re¬ 
lief instead of vouchers for food and 
shelter. 

3. Cash relief will only be given to 
relief recipients who give work in ex¬ 
change for it, at prevailing rates of 
pay in their district; the municipality 
is required to provide the work pro¬ 
gram. No cash relief unless this is 
done. 

4. Milk and bread and clothing are 
not, included in cash relief for the pres¬ 
ent. 

5. Six-hour day suggested for re¬ 
lief workers. 

6. Abuses of new system by recip¬ 
ients to be harshly and finally dealt 
with. 

7. Municipal beautification for 
next few months suggested as suitable 
to provide work requiring a minimum 
of expenditure for materials. 

8. Relief to workers, nothing to 
shirkers. 

9. All unemployable persons in 
municipalities paying cash also to lie 
entitled to receive cash, 

10. Where rent allowances are be¬ 
ing applied on municipal taxes, the 
municipality to make its own arrange¬ 
ments in this regard with reference to 
the cash shelter allowance.

MUNICIPAL FARTHERS MEET 

A plan that .should prove distinctly worth-while has been 
promoted by Dinton Municipal District and welcomed by 
surrounding municipalities. This is for the occasional 
gathering together of the Councillors of neighboring muni¬ 
cipalities to discuss questions of mutual concern. It has. 
been suggested that inter-locking or similar problems of 
relief can be solved by a combining of experiences and 
sharing of viewpoints. 

Councillors of Dinton, Sheep Creek, Riley, Marquis, 
Stockland and possibly other municipalities will convene 
periodically. There are many matters in which these dis¬ 
tricts are allied in interest. No doubt one municipality will 
have handled one phase of administration better than an 
other, and all cTvid bodies are eager to extend their total of 
knowledge by direct contact with others. 

Foremost will be the discussion of relief. Although the 
impulse of all is toward humane and neighborly treatment 
of all who are in the unhappy position of requiring relief, 
the Councillors of any municipality have double duty in 
this respect. They owe a duty to those permanent resi¬ 
dents who are in temporary difficulties, but they also owe 
a duty to taxpayers who contribute the revenue. They are 
'quite often between two fires, in an administration that 
-0 takes time, judgment and decisiveness. Differing somewhat 
from the perplexities which have confronted them in the 

- past, is the new ruling by which a cash sum is paid to the 

province by the dominion,'releasing the federal government 
from all three-^ay responsibility. It may be accepted that 
\ all relief requirements will be closely checked by the prov- 
; ince, and it is extremely doubtful if there will be as much 
; for municipalities as in former years. It is unlikely that the 
relief problem will be greatly lightened this year, and there 
•! will undoubtedly be deserving cases that will need the pa- 
!; ternal assistance of municipal bodies. 

! In past years, however, there has been a tendency for 
less deserving to shift their places of abode a few miles 
from one district to another. This situation can be more 
carefully checked in a union gathering of all municipalities, 
v Hospitalization is also a very live question, presenting 
; dangers of imposition on councils. A uniform system of re- 
! lref in municipalities has. been sought and is desirable as 
well as a definite basis of allotment. 

There are many angles of relief, and other problems 
which can be advantageously discussed by neighboring dis- 
! tricts and the local union is a good idea. 


DISSENTING VOICES 

From far-off Australia comes the news that a question¬ 
ing attitude is developing toward that country’s participa¬ 
tion in future overseas’ wars, and there are forces which 
go still farther, urging a definite refusal to engage in ov¬ 
erseas conflict. 

More surprising still is news from Germany that great 
applause followed the suggestion made at a church con¬ 
gress that the people of forty countries should take a pleb¬ 
iscite on whether or not they would engage in war. A 
strong anti-war plea was also a feature, of the congress. 
This leads commentators to remark that the masses of 
people even in Germany may have ho wish to be dragged 
into the suffering of another war, no matter what the os¬ 
tensible objective. 

Glancing at our own country, it is, interesting to note a 
resolution unanimously passed by a conference of Farm 
Young People in Edmonton, from all parts of the prov¬ 
ince. The resolution as approved was, “that whereas it has 
been definitely proven that war does not settle any ques¬ 
tions of dispute between nations, and under British law the 
people have a right to refuse to do that which is against 
their belief in_ what is. right, be it resolved that we will, un¬ 
der no circumstances "bear arms or help in any way to make 
war possible.” Having adopted the principle of absolute 
pacifism, as being the only means of preventing war, and 
believing in the strength of numbers, the conference will 
take further steps to link up with other groups of similar 
convictions in Canada. 

It will be remembered that prior to the Great War, there 
was a strong intemationalistic union iri Europe, which cher¬ 
ish^ the ideal of preventing war by acting in unison to 
block transportation of goods and munitions. But interna¬ 
tionalism broke instantly under the stronger and more 
deeply rooted call of nationalism. Possibly the dissenting 
voices raised at the present moment throughout the world 
would also break before the ancient response to race and 
throbbing war drums and spell-binding. i 

There is no doubt, however, that there is a new and criti¬ 
cal attitude developing toward war and war-makers, espec¬ 
ially to wars waged on foreign soil. Anftongst the young 
people is an uneasy and chilling feeling that war is an ex¬ 
ploitation, with themselves as victims. 

This disillusioned view is often expressed by youth, some 
thing in these words “It seems irrational that we should 
be required to go to some foreign country which we would 
probObly never see in a. normal life time, to kill people of 
whom we know nothing. Or to be killed perhaps by a Brit¬ 
ish bullet or by bits of shrapnel from Canadian soil.” 

THE RAYMOND EXPERIMENT 


4 For the past two and a half years the town and schools

! of Raymond have been operating on a “town warrant” sys¬ 
tem of financing, which has attracted attention and proved 
definitely successful. 


& The warrants made out to individuals, negotiable only by 
| endorsement, and accepted or rejected as traders’ wish, 
t have circulated freely as a medium of exchange. They have 

i * assisted those working for the town to pay their way, and 
have returned to the town from business houses, or from in- 
FTnTTTTrMl dividual* in payment of taxes, water rates, etc. The war¬ 


rants have not been used as legal tender, and are not rerf 
deemable till Jan. 15 of the year following date of issue. 
They are actually promissory notes, drawing interest and 
redeemable in cash. 

Since the start of this system $80,000 worth have been 
issued. At the end of the first year, there were less than 
$100 worth to redeem.’At the end of the second year, with 
town and school board issuing, there was less than $4000 
to redeem, and at present about $5000 on this year is out¬ 
standing, a large percentage of which will be redeemed in 
taxes. 

The apparent result has been improvement in payment 
of taxes and watch rates. More people have been kept hi 
employment in town and services have been well maintain¬ 
ed. In 1932, the town owed the bank $39,000 and this has 
been reduced to $14,000. 

The wording of the warrants reads as follows: “On Jan 

uary 15, -, the town of Raymond will pay to--or 

order the sum of —*—This removes the form from any 
chancesof being used as legal tender for outside use. Then 
s likeliehood that the scheme will continue in operation. 

WHERE HONOR IS DUE 

Good service is always deserving of recognition, no mat¬ 
ter how humble the service may be. A small item of new. 
in^the Calgary papers, strikes a pleasant note in a world 
thqt is not characterized by pleasantness. It is in the na¬ 
ture of a thought from Mr. Reader, parks superintendent 
of Calgary, who suggests that several of the beauty spots 
of the city have been made beautiful by the unmeasured 
•service of some of the relief workers, and might very suit¬ 
ably be named for these men. This is one of the rare an I 
kindly thoughts that brightens life and makes all work 
truly worthwhile. 

How few words of praise have been bestowed upon our 
relief workers. There is little distinction made between good 
work and bad*-oetween the devoted worker and the laggard. 
These people are bunched under the one ignominious title 
of relief workers. Yet fvery day, the work of their hands 
is visible for us to see if we chose to regard it in the light 
that it deserves. 

In our town, and to a larger extent in the cities, the man¬ 
ual labor of relief workers has borne fruit in neater streets 
more beautiful parks, in a care and orderliness not appar¬ 
ent in more prosperous years. The Banff-Jasper highway, 
the Jasper-Edmonton highway and other roads and pro¬ 
vincial projects will stand as a memorial to those men who 
labored conscientiously and ^>n pitifully small pay, with 
lives stripped of comfortable normal outlook. When the 
grand total is summed up, it may well be found that these 
workers have contributed more of permanent value to the 
country than many who now regard them with indifferent, 
if not critical eye. 

It is not possible to make any great distinctions in wages 
amongst these men. It is not possible for the country to 
pay the good workers as much as they deserve, or to cut 
off the poor workers as ruthlessly as they deserve. But it is 
possible to recognize service in other ways. It is possible to 
•■dignify the toil for those who are seeking to preserve their 
manhood and their habits of work in face of discouraging 
odds. -There are some men who develop an enthusiasm and 
pride in their work, and this enthusiasm is built into their 
humblest effort. This quality of character is priceless to 
an individual and a nation. Mr. Reader’s suggestion that 
certain parks be named for the men who have cared for 
them and<hursed them to beauty, might be carried farther 
into the field of relief work. And his disposition to comment 
openly good service well rendered, might be copied by oth¬ 
ers. This is a little gesture which helps to make a ’haYd 
life more livable.. 

HUMANITY’S BETRAYAL 

“The ‘book of the year’ is likely to be a little pamphlet 
published by Hon. H. H. Stevens, minister of trade and 
commerce, in which the high lights of the evidence before 
the price spreads committee at Ottawa are outlined.” So 
says the Hanna Herald, and continues: 

“Quite a lively storm has been aroused over the publica¬ 
tion of this booklet. The financial centres of the Dominion 
are very much irritated and their protests have been re¬ 
inforced by newspapers which are loath to see Hon. H. H? 
Stevens gain any prestige over his exposures. 

“The booklet outlines some of financial deals carried out 
by prominent and wealthy Canadians during the last de¬ 
cade and also explains the methods used to beat down the 
prices of primary commodities and the wages of workmen 
during the depression an<| at the same time increase cor¬ 
poration profits. 

“In a young and democratic country such a«f Canada it 
might reasonably be expected that all classes' would have 
striven to aid each other during depression years for the 
general good of the country, but lust for power and money 
was too strong for a goodly number and the result has been 

, . “Humanity betrayed 

Plundered, profaned and disinherited.” i 

The Financial Post however, is critical of Mr. Stevens’ 
booklet. It does not disapprove of his comments on stock 
watering, low wages, mergers, monopolies and excessive 
•over-capitalization. But it dogs “disapprove of his over-eag¬ 
erness to accept allegations about corporations and individ¬ 
uals, whose affairs are still under scrutiny with only par¬ 
tial evidence taken. 

The Post points to “incredible inaccuracies of state¬ 
ment in his book, citing several instances. It concludes: 
“Mr. Stevents must quit as chairman of the Royal Com¬ 
mission in order that the useful, necessary purposes he had 
in mind when he started the commission may be accom¬ 
plished by someone with equal commendable concern for 
workers and farmers but who is less indiscreet, less pre¬ 
judiced.” 

EXPLOITATION? 

Canadian tourists on the American'side, have frequently 
been irritated at the reception given in United States to 
Canadian money. With the Canadian dollar quoted at a 
premium in New York, the various business places in the 
States have been going blandly ahead charging a discount 
for Canadian money. Worse still, the banks that should hr 
in touch with money matters have been also charging dis¬ 
count. Some private businesses in the Western States have 
been asking as high as 20 per cent discount, at the time the 
dollar was at a premium, arnTthe toll ranged all the way 
to 3 per cent apparently according to whim, and the neces¬ 
sity of the customer.

Loans covered in the agreement are 
as follows; , 

To the city .of Edmonton, 9600,000;

000; to complete the Jasper highway, 
9126,000; to complete the trans-Can¬ 
ada highway in Alberta, 9160,000. 

The province proposes to spend 
9300,000 to complete the Trans-Can 
ada highway in Alberta between 
Banff and Saskatchewan boundary. 

The dominion agrees to assume 
half of the cost and to loan $160,000 
to the province for its share. 

Similarly, as stated, $125,000 is 
furnished for the completion of the 
highway to Jasper from Edmonton.

Roger Babson, the U.S. economist, 
says that the business revival in Can¬ 
ada has shown more sustained vitality

“Demands have been made to have 
-the Dominion imitate the experiments 
I trend in the United States, but those 
in control of Canadian affairs have 
made few concessions. Much sound 
judgment and great courage have been 
shown and consequently the Domin¬ 
ion’s recovery is built on a firm foun¬ 
dation. Canada is not trying to borrow 
her way bock to prosperity. 

“Now, let us look more closely at 
the keystones of Canada’s revival. 
Electric power output, in itself a good 
index of business, is 24 per cent above 
a year ago. Automobile production 
for 1934 to date is 116 per cent great¬ 
er than in the same period of 1933.

Canadian wheat has already advanc¬ 
ed well above 85 cents a bushel *and 
should go higher., during coming 
months. With better prices all around 
and a comparatively good crop in Can¬ 
ada, Dominion farmers stand to bene¬ 
fit from increased wheat exports. 

. Canada’s mining industry is contin¬ 
uing at the high level of recent months 
Mineral output—gold, silver, nickel, 
and copper—is approximately 36 per 
cent higher than a year ago. 

High cost of travel in France, un¬ 
settled conditions in central Europe, 
aild excessive heat in the United 
States are bringing to Canada thous¬ 
ands of new vacationists this- year. 

The Ottawa Pack has now been in 
force since 1932 and mqst economists 
agree that it hgs giyen Canada a de¬ 
cided advantage in Empire trade. In 
1933-34 Canada reported the largest 
favorable trade balance since 1927 and 
an actual improvement of about 15 per 
cent over 1932-32. Latest reports show 
that 20 per cent more people are now 
being employed than a year ago at this 
time..

The entire monetary system of the 
Dominion is on a sound basis, which, 
after all, is a bulwark in any nation’s 
economic set-up.

This contrasts with an increase 
of 40 per cent in the debt of the Unit¬ 
ed .States, 32 per cent in Germany's 
and 25 per cent in Japan’s. The initia¬ 
tive and aggressiveness of the Cana¬ 
dian people' in relying on themselves 
lather than on their government, to 
lift the country out of the depression 
will be rewarded in the years ahead.
